SERMON _FOR_THE WEEK 


PRACTICAL: HOLINEss 


Ye shall be holy (Leviticus xix, 2). 


HE loftier the concept the 

more it is subject to mis- 

conception ; the more 
frequently that concept is expressed 
in familiar terms the greater its 
abuse. And what could be more 
misconstrued than the concept of 
holiness ! Doubtless as one per- 
mits oneself to ponder on the 
meaning of the word a variety of 
synonyms come readily to mind. 
One thinks of saintliness, sanctity, 
possibly other-worldliness, purity, 
and the like. Or one envisages a 


holy man who is usually regarded 


as a rare person, whose life is 
utterly devoted to contemplation ; 
a man who is out of this world, 


a gentle soul whose very eyes 


reveal his inner quality. If now 
we were to apply this popular 


image to a whole people, can one 


envisage the Biblical injunction 
ever being fulfilled? Could the 
whole of Jewry live in accordance 
with such standards ?. Or is it one 
of. those ideals so remote that 
although it is to be aimed at must 
for ever remain unrealised ? 
What, then, is this holiness which 
this famous chapter of Scripture 
demands of us? The answer must 
surely. be found in the context, not 
in the wild imaginings of those 
who presume a too lofty concept,

WELFARE STATE 
DELINQUENCY 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


When Hannah Hyam first took up 
social work in the East End the 
causes of juvenile delinquency were 
straightforward enough. Then crime 
stemmed. directly from poverty and 
squalor; with these conquered, the 
crime ratio dropped. Could she see 
the situation today, with delinquency 
rife in the. “ Welfare State,” she 
might well be puzzled and 


‘disappointed. 


This point was made by Dr, Peter 
Scott, psychiatrist, and author. of 
several ,books on juvenile delim- 
quency, when he delivered the 15th 
Hannah Hyam Memorial Lecture, last 
week, at the Bernhard Baron Settle- 
ment, Berner Street, E.1. His subject 
was the recent report on juvenile 
delinquency by the Ingleby Commit- 
tee, of which he was a member. 

Hannah Hyam, he said, must have 
witnessed the entire history of the 
juvenile courts, and played a major 


part in bringing about social changes 


in East London. He felt she would 
have appreciated the Ingleby Report 
in that. it had at least opened the way 
to the prevention of mental suffering 
by children in their-own homes.

Accounts mystery 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The mystery of the accounts of the 
Federation of Synagogues, which have 
not been presented to the members 
since 1957, has been solved. The 
explanation apparently is that the 
auditors have not been able to com- 
plete their work. They have been 


waiting months, and in certain cases 


years, for some synagogues to send in 


certificates stating how much they owe. 


This information was given to 
members of the Yeshurun Synagogue, 
Edgware, last week at their annual 
meeting by Mr. A. B. Olivestone, 
President of the synagogue and a 
member of the Federation Executive. 

Mr. Olivestone was answering Mr. 
Sol Cohen, who asked if it was true 
that the accounts of the Federation 
had not been submitted since 1957. 
“I can assure this meeting that 
there is nothing wrong with the 
accounts,” said Mr. Olivestone. “ It is 
a question of negligence to some 
degree. I informed that the 
auditors, who are the same as used 


by the United Synagogue, require

LAG PUZZLE

O festive day in the Jewish 
calendar is surrounded 
with such mystery as Lag 


| b’Omer, the thirty-third day of the 


Omer. . The few weeks preceding 
it and those which. follow: it are 
observed in a spirit of sadness, 
when public festivities and wed- 
dings are prohibited. Lag b’Omer 


stands out as an oasis in this dull 


and mournful period. Why? 
What historical events led to the 
prohibition of public joy during the 
weeks of Counting the Omer, and 
what special distinction attached 
itself to the thirty-third day, which 
established it as a minor Holy-day 
in the Jewish calendar ? 

it is generally assumed that the 
Omer period was linked with tragic 
events in Jewish history. For 
example, Crusaders used to set out 
soon after Easter to wrest the Holy 


Sepulchre from the hands of the | 


Passing through the 
Jewish communities in Western and 
Central Europe, they often argued 


that it was illogical for them to 


travel a thousand miles across land 
and sea to fight the Moslem anti- 
Christian for possession of the site 
sacred to their faith, when on their. 
very doorstep were the descendants 
of the people who were the first to 
reject the founder of the Church : 
and the Jews suffered harshly as 
a resukt of such reasoning. Entire 
communities were destroyed by the 


avenging sword of the crusading 
took . 


mob. These events often 
place during the tragic weeks when 
the Omer. was being piously 
counted by the Jew. 


Added significance 


But this ts obviously fate: 
interpretation, an. added signifi- 
cance given to the character of the 
Omer weeks long after they had 
“become well established as a period 
of séemi-mourning. Turning to a 
much more authoritative and 
earlier source, the Talmud. provides 
us with the brief and puzzling note 
on Rabbi Akiba’s 24,000. students 
who died between Passover and 
Shavuot. -It is generally assumed 
that the reference 
Kochba war against Rome (133- 
135. ¢.£.). in which the famous 
scholar Akiba gave his active sup- 
port, even to the extent of 
encouraging his students to leave 


their schools and join the forces of 
_ the Jewish military leader 


According to the legend, a plague 
through the Jewish camp 
and took its tragic toll of student- 
soldiers, who died in their thou- 
sands every day during this. catas- 
trophic. period. A. much iate! 
tradition has it that on the 33rd 
day. of the Omer the plague 
stopped. to. bring respite to the 
badly battered. forces. of Bar 
Kochba. Hence the association of 
these weeks with an atmosphere of 
mourning which. is broken by the 


single day of fag ({thirty-third) 
b’‘Omer and. which «is  appro- 


riately designated “ The Scholars’ 
Festival.” . Put in more realistic 
terms, the story may indicate that 
for. weeks the Jewish © armies 
suffered serious defeat, sustaining 
blow after blow Then on Lag 
b’Omer they gained an important 
victory which temporarily turned 
the tide of war to establish that 
date aS a joyous anniversary. It 
may be that the victorious Bar 
Kochba coins. were struck follow- 
ing the Lag b Omer victory 

But this is only one of several 
attempts to explain the origin of 
Lag b’Omer as a special day in 
the Jewish calendar. Josephus 
(Wars II, 16-17) tells us that the 
first Jewish rising against Rome 


is to the Bar 


took place on Tyar 17 in the year 
66. The news of the revolt was 


made public that evening—-lyar 18° 


—which coincides with Lag 
b’Omer. Subsequently that date 


was kept as a day of celebration, 
since it 
national expression of the Jews for 
independence. For reasons easy 


to understand, however, the actual | 
never 


date of lIyar 18 was 
announced, for fear of reprisals by 
the Romans who would have 
regarded such a celebration as an 
act of defiance. Instead, therefore, 
the Jews preserved the date as the 
33rd day of the Omer, thereby 
indicating the anniversary of the 
nationalist rising in a manner likely 


to escape the attention of their 


Roman. persecutors. 


It seems clear, then, that one way | 


or another Lag b’Omer is con- 
nected with the Jewish struggle 
against. Rome, and this. view is 
supported by the. custom, fairly 
widespread in an earlier age, for 
youngsters to play games with 
bows and arrows on that day. 


Scholars’ explanations 


_ We have thus three possible 
interpretations of the origin of this 
minor festival. Nevertheless. the 
problem remained for some later 


scholars, who made various 
Original attempts to solve the 
mystery, 


Jacob Molin (fourteenth cen. 
tury) made the curious suggestion 
that during the weeks between 
Passover and Shavuot when, 
according. to the Talmud, the 
students of Akiba succumbed to 
the plague, they did not die on 
17‘ days when, for one reason or 
another, public festivities are per- 
mitted. for example, during the 
month of Nisan, and on the days 
of the New. Moon. From the total 
ot 49 days of the Omer we are 
thus left. with 32 days on which 
the students. perished. Herce we 
mourn for 32 days and. observe the 
33rd. day as a day of relief! 


_-Molin’s. arithmetical calculation is 


seriously upset however as soon 
as we see that there are not 17 but 
21 days from which the sadness of 
mourning is removed. 


Mourning customs 


Kiausner’s theory. is based on 
similar lines, but is: mathematically 
more .acceptable. From fyar 2, 
when the mourning customs of the 
Omer. period begin, until Shavuot, 
there is a period of 33 days. This 
is too long a time for sadness. 
Therefore, he suggests, « half-wa 
stopping place was indicated, 
which coincides with Iyar 18 or 
Lag b Omer. Klausner’s theory 
has .perhaps more to it than 
appears on first reading, and may 


go far to explain why, unlike 
other minor dates’ which have 


fallen into complete neglect and 
are known only by the scholar, 
Lag b’Omer still persists as a date 
of some significance in common 
Jewish usage. For in the. middle 
of all the sorrow and destruction 
evoked by the laws regulating 
Jewish observance of these weeks, 
the 33rd day comes to remind us 


‘of the importance of our faith in 


a brighter future. All was not 
lost. all was not destroyed. Lag 
b’Omer breaks up the gloom to 
inspire us with the will to live on 
to create a more glorious future. 
Lag b Omer sounds a note of joy 
in the ears of the young. teaching 
them to go forward with courage 
and confidence so that the Jew, 
known in the pastas“ the. une 
defeatable defeated.” will strive to 
redeem the sacrifice of the past by 
a future filled with strength and 
moral purpose. |

The voice -Adolf. Eichmann 
echoed through the courtroom today 
with a plea that he be judged by the 
game yardstick as the American pilots. 
who bombed Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
during the Second World War. 


This was another variation of his 
position that, although he had trans- 
ported: uncounted numbers of Jews 
to their doom in death camp’, he had 


only been a soldier carrying out his 


orders. 

His blind sense of- obedience had 
been so fierce, he said, that he would 
have obeyed an order to kill his own 
father. “If they had told me at that 
time ‘Your father is a traitor ’—I 
mean my own father—and if I had to 
Kill him,. I would have done it.” 

Excerpts from 76 tapes were played 
back in court today and were broad- 
cast to the country over the State radio. 
Under prodding by Superintendent 
Avner Less, of the Israel Police, Eich- 
mann conceded that he might be 
legally guilty as an accomplice in 
Hitler's plan to exterminate the Jews, 
under. the legal ‘standards set at the 
‘Nuremberg war crimes trials. He 
admitted having transported Jews to 
the extermination camps. 

Superintendent. Less: “You say 
that you"had no part in the extermina- 
tion ? That is correct.” 


Superintendent Less: “But the 
transports arranged for the 


extermination and the people were 
sent to slaughter.” 
Eichmann : Yes; that is true, to 
the extent that I received instructions 
to evacuate people, but not every per- 
son. whom [| evacuated. was put to 
death. This was out of the scope of 
my knowledge——-who was put to death 
or. not—otherwise. one would not 
have found 2,400,000 Jews.” . 
Superintendent Less told Eichmann 


that he could not claim credit for the 


fact that Jewish. survivors: were found 
after the war. “That. was to. the 
credit of the Allies after the final vic- 
tory.in the war. Had. the war con- 
tinued,

Eichmann said that the Wannsee 
Conference of January, 1942, in Berlin, 
at which he was present, was “ only 
the beginning of the actual killing 
business.””. Then he agreed in answer 
to Superintendent Less that there had 
been killings earlier. 

Superintendent Less : “ You main- 
tain that around November, 1941, the 
gassing apparatus in Auschwitz was 
already at work ? “Yes, that. is 
right.” 

A report from the Paris branch of 
his department in 1942, referring to 
transports carrying Jewish children to 
be sent France to Auschwitz, 
was quoted to Eichmann. It said: 


“The question of children’s trans-. 


ports. was discussed with Sturmbann- 
fiihrer Eichmann. 
as soon as transports to the general 
government (central Poland) are pos- 
sible, children’s transports can start 
to move.”

The emancipation of the Jews

SWEDISH JEWESSES 
THREATENED 


From our Correspondent 
STOCKHOLM 


A letter said: to have been written 
by Eichmann to the Swedish Govern- 
ment in March. 1943, threatening to 
deport Norwegian Jewesses having 
Swedish citizenship, is in possession 
of the Israel prosecution, according 
to Mr. Gunnar Nilsson, correspon- 
dent of the Stockholm newspaper, 
“ Expressen.” 

In 1942 the Nazis besan deporting 
Jews from Norway. Many were 
married to Swedish Jewesses. To 
save the women the Swedish Govern- 
ment enabled them to reclaim Swedish 
citizenship, but the Nazis refused to 
recognise this. The Government then 
protested to the German authorities 
in Norway, and in reply Eichmann 
sent a personal letter telling them to 
mind their own business. 

Eichmann added that he considered 


the protest proved that Sweden was 
trying to oppose the recognised Ger- 
man policy towards the Jews. “ All 
Norwegian Jewesses with this Swedish 
citizenship be deported without 
hope of return.” the letter concluded. 

A copy of a document is said to 
have been found in the German 
Foreign Ministry Archives. 


The Swedish Foreign Ministry 
stated. that no letter from Eichmann 
has been found in its archives and 
did not believe he had been author- 
ised to write personal ‘letters to 
foreign Governments. 

The Ministry, however, confirmed 
that the Government—as well as ils 
Berlin bLegation--repeatedly  inter- 
vened during the war on behalf of 
Swedish women married to Nor- 
wegian citizens, buat almost always 
without success. It was not until the 
final stage of the war that many 
Jewish women could be rescued and 
brought back to Sweden,

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MARRIAGE CONTRACT OF 
2,000 YEARS AGO 
New Dead Sea Scrolls deciphered

JERUSALEM 
A marriage contract, a guardianship 


agreement, and the lease of a palm 
grove have been identified in a bundle. 


of forty or fifty documents discovered 
recently inthe Dead Sea “Cave of 
Letters.” They were found during an 


archxological expedition led by Dr. 


Yigal Yadin, 


The first of its kind to be found in 
such remarkably complete. condition, 
the marriage contract is between 
members of families from Ein Gedi 
and Zoar. The bride’s name is given 
as Shlomzion. 

The ship agreement con- 
cerns an. orph Yeshua, the son of 
Babata, daugh: sr of Shimon, There 
were two guardians, one Jewish and 
the other Nabatan. 

A fourth document was a request 
from the widow Babata to her son's 
guardian for six dinars owed to her. 

Written in Greek, with summaries 
in Aramaic, the documents date fror 
the years .shortly. before. the Bar 
Kochba revolt. They -give precise 
dates according to the year ol 
Hadrian's reign, and note the day and 
the month according to both Roman 
and local usage. The. guardianship 
agreement, for example, which™ is 
signed by both guardians, is dated 
the’ ninth. year of Emperor 
Hadrian. 125). 

The palm-grove lessor was the same 
widow Babata of the: guardianship 
agreement. The agent in the transac- 
tion is given as. Shamua ben Mena- 
chem. The lessee, Shimon ben 
undertook te. pay the lessor 
42 talents of dates of a certain kind 


and smaller amounts of other kinds. 
The balance he was keeping for him- 
self “for labour and expenses.” The 
document is dated the 14th ao of 
the Emperor Hadrian (c.f, 130). 

In a decorated leather bag found in 
the cave were five papyri which have 
all been opened. Three of them, 
written in elegant Hebrew, are con- 
tracts covering the lease of land in 
Fin. Gedi “Bar Kochba himself— 
through “Jehonaton ben Menachem, 
Administrator. of Shimon Bar Kosba 
(or Kochba). Prince over Israel 
(Hanasi shal Yisrael).” The title is of 
particular interest, being in use today 
by President Ben-Zvi. 

The documents give place-names 
such aS Haluhit “which is.im the 
coastal district, Aglatain” (on the 
eastern side of the Dead Sea). They 
include details of method of pay- 
ment in Roman and Jewish money 
and shed light on the development of 
the spoken n and written language used 
in the country at that period. 

Among the signatures on the docu- 
ments is that of Masabala — ben 
Shimon, whose name appears in the

Way of life 


The growth of suburbia acquired 


its - contemporary . importance, 
among Jews among. other 
Americans, the -fact that. it 


‘involved not simply a choice of 


superior living. space, but a choice 
of a new way of life. 

The motives of those who move 
reveal the character of the choice. 
they wish to 
get away from the pressing com- 
plications of contemporary urban 


problems. The suburbanites wish 
to escape the back-breaking 


burdens which the great cities now 
face. They seek lower taxes and 
schools with superior accommoda- 


tion, particularly when city centres 


are. being crowded by poor. non- 
whites... In. New York .City, for 
instance, the movement inward of 
Negroes and Puerto Ricans has 
difficulties, which 
are more readily avoided by flight 
than confronted by staying. 

The one-family house the 
detached plot is a means of separat- 
ing the suburbanite from the dis- 
maying confusion of the disorderly 
realm of the urban slum... It is 
worth the hour's travel to his place 
of work, because there the 
suburbanite can focus his concerns 
inward upon his own immediate 
family. . There he can arrange all 
his associations within the tight 
circle of ‘similar folk, 
an island of order detached from 
the metropolis. There he can strive 
to satisfy his immediate needs on 
a scale commensurate with his own 
ability and shut out the social! needs 
he cannot deal with. 


Family solidcrity’ 


The suburb is thus regarded as 
establishing. 
family solidarity and of furthering © 


an . instrument — of 


individual adjustment. Religious 
affiliation consequently has. an 


importance there that it often lacks 
in the city; but it is generally 


‘treated as a mode of linking chil- 


dren to the group and of imparting 
peace of mind to their parents, 
Ritual, even if newly contrived, 
the traditional spiritual values. 

In the process there is danger 
of the loss, or blurring, of some 
of the qualities formerly generated 
by urban life. It would be unfor- 
tunate, indeed, if. the attitudes 
which once sprang from exposure 


to cosmopolitan influence and from 
the compulsion to confront. the 


authentic problems of. the times 
were now to yield those 
prefabricated by the narrow 
interests of the isolated group.

On April 16 he 
paraded outside the Warsaw 
Ghetto meeting with a number 
of others, bearing such posters 
as “Eichmann  Trial—Jews 
Caused World War Two,” and 
was arrested. 

On April 17 he was charged 
with insulting behaviour hkely 
to cause a breach of the peace 
and fined £15. It must be said 
at once that all this was done . 
otitside school hours. Should 
’ Mr. Jordan be dismissed ? The 
Coventry Education Authority 
does not appear to find the 
incitement of one section of the 
community against another as 
a cause for dismissal. Certainly, 
apart from a caution they have 
taken no. action against him. 

If 1 were a parent of a boy at 
the school I would press for nis 
dismissal. If 1 were a Coventry 
ratepayer | might do. the same. 
But I would seek no action from 
any Jewish orgamisation.

convi It is true that the U.N. 1948 Reso- 
lution on Palestine called on the parties concerned 
to facilitate the refugees’ repat: iahon-or compen- 
sation for their lands and other property.

The clause dealing with refugees cannot con¢eéiv- 
ably be dealt with in isolation : so long as the 
Arab States set forth Israel's annihilation as their 
main aim, Israel could hardly allow indoctrinated 
Arabs into the country...

Israel was saved serious embarrassment on this 
occasion by. firm support from the Western 
Powers and the “moderate” Afro-Asians and 
Latin-Americans usually associated with them. 
The U.S.A. delegation was the most active 
among the Western Powers, as befits the main 
contributor to Unrwa, and, with minor vacilla- 
tions, it successfully led Western resistance to 
Arab-Soviet claims.

The question will come up lor 
debate later this autumin, and. Israel's supporters 
will come under serious pressure. This obviously

BRITAIN’S FOREIGN POLICY

Britain in World Affairs. By Lorp 
STrRANG. Faber & Faber and Deutsch.

Lord Strang’s important new book 
is perhaps better described by its 
sub-title : “A Survey of the  Fluc- 
tuations in British Power and 
Influence, Henry VIII to. Elizabeth 
1.” It is indeed an attempt to bring 
history to the service of political 
reflection, and to attempt to draw 
lessons from the more distant past 
as well as. from recent experience. 
Indeed, in some respects the last part 
of the book is the least satisfactory, 
since one feels that Lord Strang’s 
method of standing back from his 


subject and seeing the course of 
events and changing currents of 
opinion in the light of long-range 


developments is obviously harder to 
apply to the events of one's own 
time, and to developments in which 
one has oneself taken an important 
part. 


Diplomatic changes 


Certainly Lord Strang realises the 
enormous change that has come over 
Britain’s position in the world in the 
last few decades, and~ accepts. the 
view that some of. the. traditional 
possibilities of diplomacy are now no 
longer open. Neither neutrality nor 
a choice of alliances are open; there 
is no-alternative to full co-operation 
in the. Atlantic Alhance. But 4 am 
not clear that he goes far enough. 
He may dismiss too casily the inevita- 
bility of. Britain's 
limitations . upon her. sovereignty 
within. some form of European union, 
and may overestimate the likely per- 
sistence of the. Commonwealth 
obstacles. to such a. course. Again, 
although he is clearly right in show- 
ing the limitations that now exist 
upon the direct exploitation of 
power. for political ends, it 1s not 
clear that he has faced al! the con- 
sequences for international. relations, 
of developments in. the sphere of 


weapons. . These: have brought new 
dimensions into calculations abcut 


security and introduced new and dis- 


turbing factors.into popular reactions 


to. such problems in many countries.

It is a new world within which we 
live : and the wisdom of the past may 
not always be directly applicable. 
Furthermore, the qualities of down- 
to-earth realism, professional com- 
petence in handling the _ technical 


problems of the Foreign Office, and.

This book is an interesting attempt 


by a Christian clergyman to present. 


the. theological views of the rabbis. It 
would be churlish to observe that the 
work has been done much better by 
Solomon Schechter and by Monte- 
fiore and Loewe, for the author would 
be the first.to admit this. .The work 
is a splendidly written 
account, always fair, though the 
Jewish reader “has no difficulty in 
detecting the opinions of one who is 
not himself a disciple of the rabbis. 
Thus a Jewish writer on the theme 
would hardly devote one whole chap- 
ter in a bo 
of Melchizedek. 

Although the author excuses certain 
lacunz in his bibliography by the fact 
that the book was written almost 
entirely in Cairo, where there was no 
access to any good public library of 
Judaica, it is still doubtful whether, 
nowadays, it is possible to white 
effectively on rabbinic theology with- 
out considering, for instance, Max 
Kaddushin’s fruitful discussions of. the 
rabbinic mind and rabbinic thinking.

MRS. J. WIENBERG 


Both the public life of Hull in 
general, and the' Jewish community 
in particular, have suffered a grievous 
loss in the death, last week, of Mrs. 
J. Wienberg, at the age of 47, writes 
Rabbi C. J. Coorer, the Communal 
Rabbi of Hull. For many. years 
Gladys Wienberg ~ had been a 
prominent welfare worker in both 
Jewish and general causes. She was 
Chairman of the staff and establish- 
ment committee of the Hull B. Group 
Hospital Management Commitice, on 


which she had served for ten years, » 


and was a¥Wo Vice-Chairman of the 
De La Pole Hospital House Com- 
mittee, She had joined the Women’s 
Voluntary Service on its inception in 
1938, and soon became a principal 
officer. In addition, she was a mem- 
ber of the Hull Care for the Home- 
less Committee, a member of Lord 
Roberts's Forces Help Society, and 
an officer in the welfare section during 
her period of W.V.S. work. 

Mrs. Wienberg was also Hon, Secre- 
tary of the Hull branch. of the 
Soldiers’, Sailors’, and Airmen’s 
Families Association for ten. vears, 
until ill-health forced her resignation 
two years ago. She was later pre- 
sented with the Socicty’s long-service 
medal. ‘Together with her husband, 
Mrs. Wienberg. encouraged youth 
activity in the Hull Jewish ¢om- 
munity, and assisted him in his office 
of President of the. Hull Judeans 
Maccabi Association...

THE LATE MRS. JESSIE. 
HYAMS 


Rabbi Dr. S. SCHONFELD writes 
The death of Jessie Hyams, at the 
age of 92 marks the end of a London 
Jewish era of development covering 
the last seventy years. Her countless

sonality established Mrs. as 
an outstanding personality of this era. 

In 1890 she came from Vilna to 
marry her. relative, Hyman Grodzin- 
ski, who founded and became: ‘the 
first.

Although active and zealous 
soldier he found time to serve his 
new coreligionists. and organised the 
few foreien Jews of Oporto into a 
community. The Republic, which 
had been proclaimed in 1910, had 
guaranteed freedom of religion, and 
no one, at first, hindered his work. 
Next. he devoted his attention to 


hig own people, the Marranos. He’ 


journeyed, often on horseback, to 
the remotest mountain valleys, and 
discovered a people thought to have 


disappeared centuries ago. In some 
thirty-four localities he discovered

He was tried before a court-martial 
for “conduct unbecoming an officer.” 
He defended himself: and was 
acquitted. Sometime later. however, 
he was retired from active. service, 
He redoubled his work for the com- 
munitics he had founded, but the 
warning given by the authorities had 
not gone unheeded, He had: preached 
that the Constitution guaranteed tfree- 
dom of religion, and that no man 
would be endangered in his position 
by open adherence to Judaism. The 
ruin of his own career proved him 
wrong. His flock dwindled. Fewer 
people came forward. Many of those 
who had been converted left for 
Brazil 

When I met him: two and a_ half 
years ago nobility and courage still 
marked his bearing, but all was 
tinged with sadness. He was. still 
revered by the Oporto community 
as its spiritual head, but all the other 
synagogues were closed, His work 
was largely im ruins,

How can antisemitism best be com- 
bated ? Are previous methods out- 
dated and inefficient? In fact, is 
the very word “defence” mis- 
conceived ? In the opinion of Mr. 
Herbert E. Ehrmann, President of the 


American Jewish Committee, 


whole approach to the problem 
requires radical rethinking, and he 
vives us the fruit of his own experi- 
ences and that of his organisation in 
an article entitled “ Modern Perspec- 
lives on Antisemitism,” published in 
the Alliance Review, journal of the 


American Friends of the Alhance 
—Israéhite Universelle. 
The classic view, Mr. Ehrmann 


argues, was that antisemitism was a 
unique phenomenon, in some way 
separate and apart from the usual 
patterns of human. behaviour. “Some 
of us still think of ‘the Jewish 
world’ and ‘the non-Jewish world,’ 
as if twelve million Jews were the 
opposite number of some _ three 
billion other people numbering 


hundreds of different races and ethnic — 


groups. This curious image of our- 
selves. reminds me of the. famous 
English self-appraisal, which led one 
of the London newspapers to print a 
weather headline, which read : “Con- 
tinent Isolated by Fog.” 


* * 


Mr. Ehrmann, after pointing out 
that the United States is a country 
with hundreds of ethnic groups and 
that Judaism is often regarded there 
as ome of the three. great religions, 
states that although each of these 
groups 1S engaged in creating: a 
common. civilisation, they neverthe- 
less each tend to. retain much of their 
religious. and cultural distinctiveness, 

He adds: “So far as American 
Jews are concerned, we feel that ties 
of religion and culture and a common 
ancestry link: us to our fellow-Jews 
the world over. For them, as for 
ourselves, .our goal is security of 
rights, so that all may live in dignity 
and equality. with their fellows. 
Therefore, in our work, we do not 
ask for special rights. for - Jews; 
whether in the United States. or else- 
wheré—we seek only that they should 
be accorded full equality of citizen- 
ship, including the right to remain 


, or to emigrate as they. choose. 


“It iS our conviction that Jews can 
best attain. enduring security and 
dignity for. themselves. by banding 
together with all men of good -will, 
not only to protect and strengthen 
democratic principles and practices 
but also.to share fully in every aspect 


‘of tKe life of their country. It is 


this full participation—-with retention 
of their spiritual and cultural heritage 
as Jews-—that constitutes our defini- 
tion of ‘integration. ”’ 
What attracts people to the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue ? Writing frankly 


in the Liberal Jewish Monthly the 


Rev. Bernard Hooker, of Birmingham, 
divides newcomers to the movement 
into three-—-negative, neutral, and 
positive. 
Among the negative clement, he 
says, are those “who wish. for the 
minimum contact with Jews or 
Judaism—-they concede to Jewish 
burial or cremation, but otherwise 
they don't want to know. Jews-—in 
fact, they might be desertbed as 
Jewish antisemites. Somehow or 
other they imagine that Liberal syna- 
gogues are not quite so *ghetioish’ 
as the others... . Yet another group 
join the movement because... . they 
find they can drive up [to the syna- 
gogue}] more comfortably by car: or 
the service isa little shorter; or they 
are not guite so embarrassed at their 


‘ignorance of. Hebrew, etc.” 


The neutral element, Mr. Hooker 
says, includes those who join because 
there parents were Liberals, those who 
join “for the sake of the children.” 
and those who” join because they 
intend to, or have, married out.” 

On the “positive side are. those 
who have studied the - principles. of 
Liberal Judaism, have read. deeply 
about it, attended study. groups, and 
feel it a religion. they wish” to 
propagate. 


Publications like Tekiah (Streatham

DR. J. J. MALLON 


Dr. James J. Mallon, C.H., former 
Warden of Toynbee Hall, who has 


died at the age of 85, gained the 


esteem and gratitude of the Jews. of 
East London by his social and educa- 


tional work there through half a 


century. 

His: first work in Stepney was con- 
nected with the establishment of 
lrade Boards under the Trade Boards 
Act of 1909. He came into contact, 
in particular, with’ Jewish. tailors 
through his work in the anti-sweating 
campaign. (“He frequently defended 
Jewish immigrant’ workers against 
charges made against them. 

They had been misjudged at first. 
he said, by their introduction ‘of the 
subdivisional system. to .this country 

a system which had proved a gift 
to England and had greatly increased 
its trade. His efforts helped in 
improving .relations between 
and non-Jews as fellow workers and 
trade untonists, 

He effected such improvement. too, 
in social and cultural: spheres after 
his “appointment: in 1919 Warden 
Of Toynbee Hall. He described 
Toynbee Hall once as “a” social 
laboratory and a centre for the per- 


fection of human relationships.” His_ 


admiration of the character 
achrevements of Stepney's: Jews: was 
expressed again and again. They had 
“contributed to the spice of hfe, 
bringing individuality, variety, and 
vigour to the scene.” : 

Dr. Mallon was a founder and the 
Chairman of the Council of Citizens 
of East London, set up to combat all 
forms of group prejudice. He retired 
from the Wardenship of Toynbee 
Hall in 1954, 


SIR JOHN HOPE SIMPSON 


Sir John Hope. Simpson, who died 
recently, was intimately concerned 
with the bitter controversy of. the 
1930s on the land question in Pales- 


‘tine. 


-In a report published in October, 
1930, he concluded that until further 
development of Jewish lands and of 
irrigation had taken place and the 
Arabs had adopted better methods: of 
cultivation, ‘there was no room in 
Palestine -for a ‘single additional 
settler.

AKE a walk in the garden 


with a walking-stick and kill 


weeds! Thisis the idea behind 
the light, transparent plastic 
cylinder with a piston spring built 
in. The ferrule pinpoints the weed 
and a light press from the top of 
the stick ejects a measured quantity 
of weed-killer from the bottom. 


The cylinder is filled with water | 


which dissolves the killer product 
and the spray leaves a whitish 
deposit so that the treated weeds 
are visible. They normally take 
about ten days to die, but stubborn 
things like thistles may need more 
time. 

The killer is best used on a 
warm day when the ground. is 
moist: must never be used near 
flowers and shrubs, only on lawns, 
grass borders, crazy paving, and 
gravel paths. 


The manufacturers say this stuff 


is harmless for children and pets 
who may come into contact with 
it. It costs 22s. 6d. for the stick, 
4s. 6d. for the product, and is 
widely available in the hardware 
sections of big stores and in hard-

Letter trom 
the Editor 


Dear Readers, 
Many of you will be following 


‘the evidence in the Eichmann trial. 


For the first time in our history 
a Jewish court is placing a_per- 
secutor of the Jews on trial—a 
trial which is as fair and legally 
correct as it is possible to be. 

It is, perhaps, 
that as well as the 
six million Jews who were 
killed by the Nazis, millions 
of - non-Jews -— Russians, Poles, 
Slovenes,. and others—were also 
murdered by them. 

So Adolf Eichmann is on trial 
in Jerusalem for the murder of 
millions of human beings, Jews 
and non-Jews alike.

A_ small, 
rotund, cheerful man, seventy 
years vigorous, he has had the 
kind of full, active, ever-changing, 
and successful life which is the 
reward for energy, generosity, 
talent, and hard work. | 

Kapp was born in Highbury on 
November 5, 1890. His father, 
who had come from Germany as 
a boy, was a wine merchant; his 
mother, a strictly Orthodox Jewess, 
was American. As a young man 
he spoke good Hebrew and was a 
Zionist enthusiast. When he later 
eschewed teaching for art there was 
a serious break with his family, 
but there must have been artistic 
traits among his forebears. In 
addition to his own success there 
is the example of his sister Helen, 
now Director of the Wakefield Art 
Gallery. 

Persistent illness in childhood 
allowed long hours for drawing 
alone, but his early ambition was 
to become a writer. 

Kapp was a bright boy ; his first 
visit to France, in 1906, was a 
‘reward for topping the Cambridge 
University Empire Examination. in 
French. Later he won three scholar- 
ships to Cambridge University and 
went to Christ’s College in 1910.

The outbreak 
of the war led 
to reconciliation 
with his parents 
and a temporary 
halt to his career.

Regiment and spent a year in the 
trenches.

active service. In 1919 he rented 


a studio in St. John’s Wood and 
made a bonfire of his uniform. 
Later that year he held his first 
London exhibition and soon had 
contracts with three 
periodicals. 

A feature of his life is the 
abandonment of success in one field 
in order to master another. At the 
height of his fame as a caricaturist 
in 1920 he went abroad to study 
painting. 
accept him, as his work was con- 


sidered “too mature.” Here one | 
might mention his propensity for 


spiritual experience. At the age 
of 17 he had’ undertaken a solitary 


-eleven-day walk through the Black 
Forest. At university he endured [ 
19-day  water-fast, which he 


regards as one of the two key 
experiences of his life. The second 
took place in Austria at the age 
of 30. He spent a year alone in 


the country without newspapers or | 


letters, talking to no one except 
the old lady who prepared his food. 
In 1922-the Leicester Galleries 
held his first big London show. He 
then spent a year at the British 
Academy in Rome, where he met 
the American painter, . Maurice 
Stern, who greatly influenced ‘his 
technique. At this stage Kapp was 
constantly in demand. 


At the end of the decade he 


worked in Antibes and met Picasso 
for the first time. In 1938 Picasso . 


sat for a portrait-drawing. Kapp 
made many sketches, and Picasso 


autographed a blank sheet saying: © 


“ Put your portrait here—you are 
incapable of doing a bad drawing.” 
Characteristically, he then signed 
two more pages, in case of accident. 


Kapp, however, did not make the 


final portrait until 22 years later. 
It is being exhibited for the’ first

Kapp's career are the 25 portraits 


of leading figures at the old League 
of Nations and the similar set for 
Unesco which he made after the 
last war.

Bruno Walter, who is at present 
living in almost complete retirement 


in California, is known to most 
music-lovers chiefly as a symphonic 
conductor. But like Otto Klemperer 
—both men, as Jews, were forced out 
of Germany by the Nazis-~he had an 


. earlier extensive career in opera. He 


brings splendid illumination to a new 
disc of favourite Wagner excerpts. the 
overtures to “The Mastersingers, 
“The Flying Dutchman,” and the 
Prelude” .and “Good Friday” 
music from “ Parsifal.” 
_In the overture to “The Master- 
singers,” it is a matter of remark 
that, in these days of virtually com- 
plete accuracy in recorded perform- 
ance, there are two small but 
conspicuous wrong notes. Normally, 
in which such notes occur 
ould be played again and the dif- 
ferent tapes joined together, if neces- 
sary. One wonders whether Bruno 
Walter was conducting the Columbia 
Symphony Orchestra at a concert 
where no‘such second performance 
was possible, or whether (more likely) 
he decided in the recording studio 
that no ‘second performance would 
be likely to reach the artistic inten- 
sity of the first—even with the two 
wrong notes. If so, he may well 
have been right. The sound is finely 
recorded on = Philips SABL 114 
(stereo) or ABL 3333 (mono). 


Exciting 


Whereas stereo lends extra depth 
to any good. orchestral -recording, 
there. are certain works where it 
seems. especially to - answer _ the 
demands of composers lived 
long before the gramophone. I have 
never found a concert performance 
of. Berlioz’s “Requiem ’ 
as that which Charles Munch con- 
ducts on. two RCA Stereo records, 
SB. 2096-7... The special effects 
sought after by Berlioz (who origin- 
ally. disposed four extra groups of 
brass instruments at the corners of 
a building) come. off excitingly. And 
the performance itself. with some of 
Berlioz’s most remarkable 
of orchestral. writing, is nearly always 
excellently judged. The New 


England Conservatory Chorus rie 


with instrumental precision and 
partnered by Leopold Simoneau sad 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra. A 
mono tecording is also available— 
RB 16224-5. 

Stravinsky speaks his own intro- 
duction to “ The Rite of Spring” on 
Philips SABL 174 (stereo) or ABL 
(mono) and then conducts it 
himself with the Columbia Symphony 
Orchestra. . His speech, in. heavily 
accented, poorly phrased, and some- 
times. simply inaccurate English, 1S 
difficult to follow. 


As to the performance, it is an° 


error suppose that a. composer 
must be -his own. best interpreter. 
Quite apart from possible technical 
deficiencies in handling the baton a 
composer may not be able to stand 
sufficiently “ outside” the music to 
see what effects of light and shade in 
performance are needed to convey its 
structure to an audience. 

In. this case I would call the per- 
formance very good but not ideal. 


The final section, for. all the 
“Savagery” of the music, seems 
somewhat -monotenous instead of 


gradually increasing its. attack.

That is why he has so close a 
contact. with the public.” | 

The “happy or sad” clown is 
-more . often. happy—or, at any 
rate, amusing. ‘‘ Audiences like 
to laugh, and to be entertained ; 
the man who can make them 
laugh will always be sure of a 
public. This life is, after all, not 
so happy; and laughier is often 
the only alternative to tears.” 


oceupied by Nazis, M. 
Marceau knows the tragic side of 
life only too well. His father 
diéd in Auschwitz ; he himself, as 
a member of the’ French Resis- 
tance movement, helped — to 
smuggle hunted Jewish children 
into Switzerland and Spain.

ITH the 1961 tennis season 
opening at the Roehamp- 
ton Club on April 3, it 
was fitting that a meeting should 
have been held shortly afterwards 


to discuss the choice of tennis 
representatives for the Sixth 


Maccabiah, to be held in Israel in 


August. . 

Thé purpose of this mecting was 
to obtain the strongest team, with the 
minimum amount of financial outlay. 


Considering that each team member 


will be out of pocket by about £30 
(while officials have to contribute far 
more), the entries ‘were quite 
numerous, coming from Manchester, 
Leeds, Birmingham, Thornton Heath, 
and Gosforth, as well as several from 
London and other places. The method 
of selection and the suggested pro- 
gramme for trials day were the two 
important points on the agenda for 
the evening. 

When :the trials were held in 1957 
two virtually unknown players 
emerged, and have now. become two 
of Britain's leading Jewish tennis 
players—David: Gordon and Bobby 
Levine. Because of this it. was 
decided that all 30 entrants must be 
given an adequate trial on the day 
of June 4. 


All-day trials | 
Keith’ Gilbert, who: will. be in 


‘charge of the tennis section during. 


the Games, confirmed that Slazengers 
have already offered such facilities as 
canvas court surrounds, giving the 
Chandos Club in. Hampstead,.-Lon- 
don, the desired competitive. atmo- 
sphere... Weather permitting, the trials 
will continue all day, starting at 
10- a.m.

Remembering Abe Segal, the South 
African, who won the men’s singles 
at the Fifth Maccabiah (1957), and 
Grant Golden, the American, who 
won at the Fourth (1953), both for- 
midable Wimbledon stars these 
years, | felt that our chances in 
obtaining credit of any sort would 
have been considerably. strengthened 
if all British Jewish tennis players 
would have made themselves avail- 
able. The names of Clive Bernstein, 
Oliver Prenn, and Richie Greenbury 
immediately came to mind as being 
conspicuous by their absence. 

“ Although the organisation is not 
alwavs 100: per cent perfect, taking 
part. in any. Maccabiah Games 15 
something wonderful and. different,” 
] said to Richie Greenbury. “1 should 
very much like to go, but so far I 
have not yet been invited !*° came his 
reply. Haying explained to him that 
all candidates wishing to enter should 
write to the Maccabi: Union to make 
themselves known, | began to wonder 
how. many other players. the 
country. had been “ undiscovered ”

Other speakers echoed Dr, Gold- 
mann’s views-and added that if the 
new party did not succeed in becon- 
ing an alternative government. after 
the next election, tt ought at least 
to co-operate with Mapar-as an equal 
partner.

The request was made in the report 
to the 6lst annual convention of the 
Rabbinical Assembly of America by 
the President, Rabbi Edward T. 
Sandrow, | 

While rabbis had visited Russia in 
recent years and reported on. the 
Jewish situation there, they had done 
so as private mdividuals. said the 
rabbi. 

He recalled that the Protestant 
World Council had been permitted to 
have contact. with Christian. com- 
munities m Russia. 

“It is. too much: to expect the 
Soviet. Government to. initiate a 
spiritual revival in: the-U.S.S-R.." said 
Rabbi Sandrow, “but: we cannot 
remain. silent when a community of 
millions -of our people lives in 
enforced silence and. without ans 
communication with the ~ outside 
world.”

The 
U.S.A. attitude to custodianship was 
that it. would have confronted the 
Nations with new functions 
that. it- could not undertake legally or 
in practice.
